Farmers who cooperated in the 1940 AAA pro- 
gram are entitled to a 61-cent loan, provided 
their corn and cribs are up to standard. 





But this year they will be asked to sign up for three 
years’ storage instead of one, so expense and 
bother of resealing every fall may be avoided. 


A farmer can redeem his corn at any time, as here- 
tofore, on payment of the loan plus 3 per cent 
interest. But he may not deliver the corn in full 
settlement of the loan until August, 1942. 





Special provisions for earlier settkement are made 
for farmers who lose possession of the farms 
where the corn is stored. 





With a three-year storage period in prospect, seal- 
ers are expected to be especially cautious about 





seeing that cribs are in good shape and that “Another week's husking and I'll be enlisting."—Paul Miller.

“How can we solve them? We 
left the answer higher in the air 
than a kite.

Recreation: “ ‘An idle mind is the 
devil’s workshop.’ Young people must 
have something to fill up their time, 
especially if they haven’t jobs. In 
the recreation field, the rural com 
munity needs more leaders; more 
training schools; more help from the 
chureh; broader-minded school offi 
cers to let us use the school gynis it 
there are not other community build: 
ings available; community buildings; 
2 breaking down of prejudices against 
folk and social dancing.” 

Religion: The rural church came 
in for pretty much of a going-over, 
In the Missouri community of 1,775 
reople there were four churches, one 
meeting twice monthly, two meeting 
monthly, one without any pastor 


There was no resident pastor. 
All the churches supported strug- 
gling Sunday schools. None had 
organizations of young people. 


“The rural church should have an 
appealing program with more activ 
ity within its walls. More. social 
activity is desirable.

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How Many Hours for Hired Men’ 


lowa Farm People Give Their Views 


on Hours and Wages of Hired Help 


“(.OME -of my neighbors seem to 
S think they can work their hired 
to death,” an Iowa farm woman 
wrote us recently. “Why don’t you 
make a survey and see what Iowa 
farm people think is really right for 
pours and wages for hired help?” 

So we made this survey of Iowa 
farm opinion on the hired man. We 
isked three questions: 


\

1. How many hours a day 
week-days), including  chore- 
time, should a hired man be ex- 
pected to work? 

2. How many hours for chores 
on Sunday? 

3. What is a fair wage per 
month (board and room. fur- 
nished), from March to Novem- 
ber, for a good hired man work- 
ing the hours noted above? 


If we lump all Iowa farmers to- 
gether to find what the average em- 
ployer expects of the average hired 
man, here is the answer: 

1. The hired man should work an 
overage of 11.3 hours a day, inelud- 
ing chores. 

2. He should put in 2.8 hours doing 
chores every Sunday. 

3. He should be paid $38 a month. 

Folks in different parts of the 
state had slightly different ideas 
about all these things. In th 
grain area in northwestern’ Towa, 
farmers said they wanted 12 
a day and 2.9 hours on Sunday. But 
they alsc indicated 
fay a little more, 
instead of the state average of $38.

In the southern pasture area, 
farmers asked for only 108 
hours a day, but they suggested 
the lowest wage, $33.60 a month. 
Other regions stayed pretty close 
to the state average. 


There were wide differences be- 
tween individual farmers. Some folks 
up in Palo Alto county talked about 
14 hours on week-days and 5 or 6 
hours on Sundays, but with wages 
up to $45 and $50.

Chester Davis, former adminis- 
trator of the AAA, is agriculture’s 
representative on both the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and on the 
National Defense Advisory Com- 
mission.

oe who predict a powerful 

export demand for our farm prod- 
ucts reason from experiences of the 
last World war. It happened then; it 
will happen now. But there is a vast 
difference between conditions then 
and now. It would be tragie for farm- 
ers not to recognize it; they haven’t 
yet completed adjustments made nec- 
essary by the effects of the last war. 

It is fortunate that agriculture has 
ceveloped on the farm the leadership, 
ingenuity and farm programs which 
have helped it to meet past economic 
emergencies. It will be necessary to 
meet the new problems brought about 
by war abroad with even greater 
leadership, foresight and courage. 

There can be no lasting benefit to 
our agriculture from any war.

AFTER HARVEST 


It’s winter now, but we have a wonderful 
fall to remember.

that several modifications had been 
made, as follows: 

1. First, the loan rate on 1940 corn 
will be 61 cents per bushel, or 4 
cents a bushel higher than in 1939.

2. Eligible producers will have 
ten months instead of only four 
months in which to apply for 
this loan. The new period for 
borrowing will extend from De- 
cember 1, 1940, thru September 
30, 1941. 


3. The new loan agreement will be 
written for three years, instead of 
only one year, as has been the case 
in the past The note 
will be dated to mature August 1, 
1943, and arrange- 
ments” are made for earlier delivery, 
the corn shall remain in storage until 
October 15, 1943 

4. Under “special arrangements,” 
any producer losing possession of the 
farm on which the corn is stored, or 
who is ordered by his landlord to 
empty the storage building, may de- 
liver his sealed corn to the govern- 
ment in settlement of his loan in Au- 
gust, September or October, 1941. 

To qualify for this option, how- 
ever, such a producer must have 
taken out his loan before next April 
1 and he must notify the county 
AAA committee thirty days before 
delivery 

5. Under “special arrangements,” 
all producers may exercise the early 
delivery privilege in August, Septem- 
ber or October, 1942, that is, in the 
second year of storage Again, the 
county AAA committee must be given 
thirty days’ written notice. 

6. Shelled corn from the 1940 crop 
will be eligible for loan storage be- 
ginning July 1, 1941, and provid®mg 
the moisture content does not exceed 
13.5 per cent. 

7. The maximum allowable mois- 
ture for shelled corn shall be 20.5 
per cent until February 28, 1941; 17.5 
per cent between March 1 and April 
20, 1941, and 15.5 per cent after the 
first of May. 

8. As was true in 1939, the volume 
allowance per bushel of shelled corn 
shall be 1.25 cubic feet; for ear corn, 
2.5 cubic feet. For each per cent of 
moisture by which ear corn exceeds 
15.5 per cent, however, a deduction 
of 2 per cent shall be made in the 
volume computation, to offset the 
shrinkage which will take place as 
the corn dries out.

9. On account of the longer 
period involved, local sealers will 
be required to make an especially 
careful inspection of cribs and 
bins.

The big change, of course, is the 
lengthening of the loan period to 
three years, thus to eliminate largely 
the necessity for gcing out again the 
next fall with a resealing offer. This 
longer storage period, tho, may re- 
duce to some extent the amount of 
sealing as compared with past year. 

A more likely influence on new 
sealing is the nearness of cash corn 
prices to the loan rate. When the 
spread between cash corn and loans 
narrows to less than 5 cents a bushel, 
many producers hold back on loan 
applications.

This winter, therefore, the gov- 
ernment may be in a new posi- 
tion, that of supporting the mar- 
ket without having to advance 
the customary volume of loan 
funds. This would be a desirable 
situation, according to some offi- 
cials. More corn would remain 
fluid in private hands. 


For a time in early November, 
there were fears that the cash price 
would rise to more than 75 per cent 
of parity level, thus automatically 
terminating the loan program under 
the law. But shortly after the mid- 
dle of the month, the federal Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics announced 
the average farm price of corn as 
being 56.9 cents per bushel, or just a 
shade less than 70 per cent of parity 
(which is about 81.5 cents). 

As soon as the corn loan announce- 
ment had been got out of the way, 
officials of the AAA began putting 
the final touches on the general soil 
conservation program for next year. 
No major changes, however, are con- 
templated. 

On account of the relatively large 
production of corn again this sea- 
son, further adjustment in corn acre- 
age allotments may need to be con- 
sidered. Bither that will be neces- 
sary or the rules will have to be 
tightened up in regard to the crops 
grown on the acres that are shifted. 
In the last few years, a lot of feed 
suitable for replacing corn has been 
taken from these soil conserving 
tracts.

What Some Iowa Farm Boys, Their Wives and 


Mothers Think About the New Draft Army

_ do Iowa farm boys think 
about the draft? Most of them 
say. “If it has to be done, it has to 
be done.” But they’d rather stick to 
farming. 

I asked Don Harmon, in Polk coun- 
ty, lowa, what he thought about the 
chance of going to war. I asked him 
in front of his wife. Don’s only 
twenty. 


“I don’t want to have to go 
over there to fight,” he said; but 
added: “If they come over here, 
Vd go in a minute.” 


Young Harmon farms forty acres, 
helps his father farm 300, would like 
to keep on farming. Maybe he will. 
But if the draft board picks him, he 
won't feel too bad about it. 

There was a time, says Ervill 
Banks, of Story county, lowa, that 
boys hurried to enlist when folks 
began to talk about war. 

“T tried to get into the Spanish- 
American war,” Banks reports. “I 
lied to get in. I'd never been farther 
away from home than Nebraska, and 
I wanted to see something different. 
But these boys today travel, and 
they’ve heard their dads tell about 
the first World war.” 


Army work and army hours 
may scare city boys, not farm 
youth. There’s no difference be- 
tween the bugle call and the five 
o'clock alarm except that the 
army call has a tune to it. 


Lloyd Dickerson, twenty-three, and 
a strapping six-foot Boone county 
lad, says resignedly: “I'll take my 
turn.” 

His mother sees it differently. 
“We need Lloyd here at home. They 
should exempt farm workers.” 


Alvin Eide, also of Boone coun- 
ty, discounts that chance of ex- 
emption for farm workers, and 
says: “There are two men for 
every farm around here. Being 
a farmer doesn't give a fellow 
much of a claim to stay home.” 


Women hate the draft more than 
men—or talk about it more. Mrs. 
Clyde Knudsen, of Story county, the 
mother of two small children, says: 
“I just try not to think about it— 
until it comes.” But those two chil- 
dren will probably keep Clyde off 
the lists for a while. 


Mrs. Ben Clauson, of Jasper coun- 
ty, fed two eligible sons. As th 
discarded plates of chicken bones 
she cut into apple pie. 


‘I don’t see how they can feed 
them in camp properly, thou- 
sands of them, and all different.” 
The slices of pie looked particu- 
larly big. 


Old folks have ideas on the sub- 
ject too. W. R. Carpenter, eighty- 
one, of Boone county, who remem- 
bers the hardships of the Civil war, 
rammed his cane into the ground and 
snorted: : 

“I’ve got four grandsons, all farm- 
ers, all numbered up. No dictator is 
going tod take our corn and give us 
the cohs to live on, not if I have to 
go myself.” 


Paul Miller, twenty-one, single, 
of Marshall county, is going to 
get an early start. His number 
is 719, and he figures he might 
as well get going by enlisting.

Daily Care of the Skin 
= individual skins vary, not 
“7 all of them will react favorably 
to the same care. All skins, however, 
whether dry or oily, should be well 
cleansed and stimulated if they are 
to be healthy and attractive. 

Still the best way to clean most 
skins, unless the skin is very sensi- 
tive, is washing with soap and wa- 
ter. Use warm soft water, a mild 
toilet soap and a wash-cloth. Work 
up a good lather and rub it well into

the skin of the nose, where black- 
heads and clogged pores are fre- 
quent. 

Rinse it well with warm water, 
and get all the soap out of the pores. 
Finally, dash on some cold water, 
to stir the circulation and “tone up” 
the skin. 

A dry skin needs to be just as 
clean as soap and water can make 
it. After the once-a-day washing, if 
the skin feels dry and parched, rub 
the face with a little cream of the 
lanolin type or with an oil, such as 
almond, sesame, olive or peanut oil. 


All treatments for an oily skin 
should be lively and vigorous. Scrub 
your face (a complexion brush is 
good), and pat it with cold water or 
astringents afterward. 


Should the face sting or feel 
drawn and irritated after washing, 
probably the soap is not suited to 
the skin, and other kinds should be 
tried. 

What goes into the skin, as well 
as on it, is important, too. Proper 
nourishment, enough sleep, exercise, 


proper elimination, fresh air and sun- 
shine, and cleanliness are all essen-
